on Last September 12 


Washington, D. C.,»Oct. 15. — 


Final returns from all states show 
that 12,9950,594 men registered for 
military service on September 12. 
This was 187,830 in excess of the 
estimate of 12,778,758 made by ex- 
perts in the office of Provost Mar- 
shal General Crowder, based on 
predictions from census figures. 


The total announced today does 


not include registration received by 
mail by local boards after Septem- 
ber 12, nor belated enrollments by 
men who were absent from the 
country that day. Including euch 
cases, it ia believed the actual 
figures will be approximately 13,- 
000,000. This will be still further 
increased by the registration in 
Alaska, Porto Rico and Hawaii, 
which are to be held on later dates 
recently fixed by the President. 


With the figures compiled today, 


the total number of men who have 
been registered in the reserves of 
the selecti*. e service system since 
the United States entered the war, 
including those registered June 5, 
1917, last June 5, August 24 and 
September 12, is 23,456,021.

HEALTH BOARD TO MEET 


iVnUittciit Demand TlMt Precaution* 


«r> Mcamin* of Strict Character Qe 
Taken, Which Will Be Considered. 
The board or health Is to have a 


special inec'tlng this morning, ut which 
the exact Influenza conditions in the 
city will be presented to the members 
for their action. 
The physicians ot 


the city arc In quite large majority ad- 
vising that they ae« no need for sum- 
mary action. While i there are about 
the same number of casen as have ex- 
isted tot several days of Influenza In 
the city, the now cases about equalling 
those that are convalescent, there is 
unquestionably an insistent demand 
on the part of many citizens not usual- 
ly hysterical or emotional at such 
tfmes, who think, in view of the havoc 
the epidemic 
is making In 
other 


places, that action closing the schools 
and all public gatherings until the 
danger is passed, should be taken by 
the authorities here. 


There Is, so far as the Normal and 


High schools are concerned, no indi- 
cation that the disease ia prevalent to 
an unusual degree among the students. 
The fact is true, however, that alarm 
is felt and school children especially 
are being detained at home as a pre- 
ventive measure. The attendance at 
the picture houses is not large and an 
order closing them would impose no 
great hardship. Then there are those 
who believe that \-ntil conditions are 
more alarming here that the children 
are as well or better oft In the school 
and following theL usual habits as 
they would be if left with nothing to 
do. 


The health officer is not in possession 


of statistics o£ the prevalence of pneu- 
monia, but there is a belief that this 
phase of the disease is perhaps no 
more prevalent than frequently occurs 
at this time of the year. 


The closing order if adopted, it is 


understood, be quite stringent and will 
embrace all gatherings and places of 
amusement. This ia favored by many. 
The situation is one that calls for the 
exercise of cool judgment and what- 
ever ia decided unon by the board 
should and doubtless will have the 
cheerful and hearty support of all citi- 
zens. 
Certainly no one would wish 


to jeopardize the public health tor 
commercial reasons. 
Meanwhile, it is 


advisable to exert the utmost care 
and observe the sugs^stlons made by 
the health authorities, although the 
demand arises, it ia believed, more 
from conditions prevailing In other 
places "than from any serious condi- 
tions here..

who already ha* the germs of th* dl» 


te. They may also be carried about 


in the air In th* form of dust coming 
from dried mucus, from coughing and 


.Ing, or from careless people who 


spit on the floor and on the sidewalk. 
As In moat other catching disease*, fj 
person who has only a mild attack of 
tn* dices** himself may give a very 
sever* attack to others." 


What should to don* by the** wh* 


eateh the dls«sset 


"It Is very Important that every per- 


son who becomes sick- with Influence 
should go home at once and go to bed. 
Thla will help keep away dangerous 
complication* and will, at the cam* 
time, keep the patient from scattering 
the disease far and wide. Tt Is highly 
desirable that no one-be allowed to 
Sleep In the same room wltb the pa- 
tient In fact, no on* but tbe nurse 
should b* allowed In the room. 


"If there is cough and sputum or 


running of th* eyes and nose, care 
should b* taken that all such dis- 
charge* are collected on bits of gauze 
or rag or paper napkins and burned. 
12 the patient complains of fever and 
headache, he should be given water to 
drink, a cold compress to tbe forehead 
and a light sponge. Only such medi* 
cine should be given as la prescribed 
by the doctor. It Is foolish to ask the 
druggist to prescribe and may be dan- 
gerous to take the so-called 'safe, sure 
and harmless' remedies advertised by 
patent medicine manufacturers. 


'If the patient Is so situated thnt he 


can be attended only by some one who 
must also look after others in the fam- 
ily, it IB advisable that such attendant 
wear a wrapper, apron or gown over 
the ordinary house clothes while In the 
aick room and clip this oft when leav- 
ing to look after the others. 


"Nurses and attendants will do well 


to guard against breathing la danger- 
ous disease germs by wearing a simple 
fold ot gam* or mask while near the 
patient." 


Will a person who ha* had Influenza^ 


before catch th* disease again? 


s "It Is well known that an attack of 
measles or scarlet fever or smallpox 
usually protects a person against an- 
other attack of the same disease. This 
appears not to be true of 'Spanish in- 
Caenza.' According to newspaper re 
ports the King of Spain suffered an 
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ease. In 1889 and 1890 an epidemic 
of Influenza, starting somewhere In tbe 
Orient, spread first to Russia and 
thence over practically the entire civ- 
ilized world. Three yean later there 
was another flare-up of the disease. 
Both times the epidemic spread wide- 
ly over the United States. 


"Although the present epidemic IB 


celled 'Spanish influenza,' there Is no 
reason to believe that It originated In 
Spain. Some writers who have studied 
the Question believe that the epidemic 
came from the Orient and they call at- 
tention to the fact that the Germans 
mention the disease as occurring along 
the eastern front In the summer and 
fan of 1917." 


How can "Spanish Influents," be rec- 


ognized! 


"There Is as yet no certain way In 


which a single case of 'Spanish influ- 
enza' can be recognized. On the oth- 
er hand, recognition Is easy where 
there Is a group of cases. In contrast 
to the outbreaks of ordinary coughs 
and colds, which usually occur In the 
cold months, epidemics of Influenza 
may occur at any reason of the year. 
Thus the present epidemic raged most 
Intensely In Europe In May, June and 
July. Moreover, In the case of ordi- 
nary colds, the general symptoms 
(fever, pain, depression) are by no 
means as severe or as sudden In their 
onset as they are ID Influenza. Final 
ly, ordinary colds 
do not spread 


through the community so rapidly or 
so extensively as does Influenza, 


"In most cases a person taken sick i 


with Influenza feels sick rather sud-! 
denly. He feels weak, has pain* la the ; 
eyes, cars, head or back, and may be 
•ore all over.

How can sns guard against Influ- 


enza? 


"In guarding against disease of all 


kinds, It Is Important that the body be 
kept strong and able to fight oft dis- 
ease germs. This can be done by bar- 
ing a proper proportion of work, play 
and rest, by keeping the body well 
clothed, and by eating sufficient whole- 
some and properly selected food. In 
connection with diet, it Is well to re- 
member that milk Is on* of the best 
all-around foods obtainable for ad* Its 
as well as children. 80 far as a dis- 
ease like Influenza Is concerned, health 
authorities everywhere recognize the 
very close relation between its spread 
and overcrowded homes. While It Is 
not always possible, especially In 
times like the present, to avoid such 
overcrowding, people should consider 
the health danger and make every 
effort to reduce the home overcrowd- 
ing to a minimum. The value of fresh 
air through open windows cannot be 
over emphasised 


"When crowding Is unavoidable, as 


to street cars, care should b* taken te 
keep the face so turned as not to In- 
hale directly the sir breathed out by 
another person. 


"It Is especially Important to be- 


ware of the person who coughs or 
sneezes without covering his mcnth 
and DOS*. It also follows that one 
should keep out of crowds and stuffy 
places M much aa possible, keep

WILSON'S REPLY TO GERMANY 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 14.—The tex* ot President 


Wilson's answer follows: 


"The unqualified acceptance by the present Ger- 


man government and by a large majority of the 
reithstag of the terms laid down by the president 
of the United States of America in his address to 
th* congress of the United State, on the eighth of 
Jan iary, nineteen hundred eighteen, anl in his sub- 
seq ent addresses, justifies the president in making 
a frank and direct statement of his decision with 
regard to the communications of the German gov- 
ernment of the eighth and twelfth of October. 


"It must be clearly understood that the process 


or evaluation and the conditions «jf an armistice 
are matters which must be left to the judgment and 
advice of the military advisers of the government 
. the Ui.lted States and the Allic governments, and 
the president feels it his duty to Ray that nr arrange- 
: 
t can be accepted by the government ot the 


United States which does not provide abaolutely 
satisfactory safeguard- and guarantees of the main- 
tenance of the present military supremacy of the 
armies of the United States and the Allies in the 
Held. 


Allies' Judgment Probably Same. 


"He feel* confident that he can safely assume that 


nothing but this wil' also be th- judgment and de- 
cision of the Allied governments. 


"The president feels that it is also 1 is duty to 


add that neither the government of the United States 
nor, he U quite sure, the governments with which 
the government of the United States is associated 
as a belligerent, will consent to consider an armis- 
tice so long as the armed forces of Germany con- 
tinue the illegal and inhuman practical vrhich they 
still persist In. 


"At the very time that the German government 


approaches the president of the United States with 
proposals of peace, its submarines are engaged in 
sinking passenger ships at sea and not the ships 
alone, but the very boats in which their passengers 
an"4 crews seek to make thei • way to safety; and. 
In their present enforced withdrawal from- Flanders 
a; 
France, the German armies are pursuing a 


course of wanton destruction which has always been 
regarded as in direct violation of the rules and prac- 
tices of civilized warfare. 
Cities anl villages, if 


not destroyed,' are being stripped of all they con- 
tain not only, but often of their very inhabitants. 


Ho Armistice While Atrocities Continue. 


"The nations associated against Germany cannot 


bo expected to agree to a cessation of arms while 
acU of inhumanity, spoliation and desolation are 
being continued, which they justly look upon with 
horror and with burning hearts. 


"ft Is necessary, also, in order that there may 


be ao possibility of misunderstanding, that 
the 


pr-=:<lent should very solemnly call the attention 
of the government of Germany to the language and 
plain intent of one of the terms of peace which 
the German government has not accepted. It is 
contained in the address of the president, delivered 
at Mount Vernon on the Fourth of July, last. 


"It is as follows: 
" 'The destruction of every arbitrary power that 


can separately, secretly, and o» its single choice, 
disturb the peace of the world; or, if it cannot be 
presently destroyed, at least its reduction to virtual 
impotency. 
" 'The power which has hitherto controlled the 


German nation, is of the sort here descr'bed. It is 
within the choice of the German nctior to alter It.' 


Must Give Satisfactory Guarantee. 


"It la within the choice of the German nation 


t alter it The president's words just quoted natur- 
ally constitute a condition precedent to peace, if 
peacj is to come by the action of the German people 
themselves. The president fjels bound to say U<at 
th 
whole process of peace will, in tots judgment, 


depend on the definiteness and the satisfactory char- 
act, r of the guarantees which tan be given in this 
fvndamental mamer. It is indispensable that the 
governments associated against Germany 
should 


know beyond a peradventure with whon. they are 
dealing. The president will make a SBparaie reply 
f the royal and imperial government of Austria- 
Hungary." 


"Accept, sir, the renewed assurances of my high 


consideration.

Somewhere In England.—From the 


tip-top peak of tbe highest hill on 
the highest ground tor miles around 
this historic village flutters the Stan 
and Stripes over the largest American 
aviation camp in England. 


Stretched over an area of abont a 


mile and a half square, the camp ac- 
commodates about 3,000 Tank airmen, 
mechanics and privates in the avia- 
tion service. Far, far below In the 
valley lies the village, with its quaint 
old English thatched roofed houses 
stretched out like a toylandi 


Every member of the American avi- 


ation service passes through this 
camp en—route from America to 
France, via England. They come here 
Immediately from the American trans- 
ports, and remain a week or two, when 
they are dispatched to the varions 
American and British aviation train- 
ing camps. 
They remain In these 


camps three or four months, perhaps 
more, putting the finishing touches to 
their training. Then they are brought 
back 
to 
this 
camp, 
completely 


equipped, and dispatched to France 
.for sky battles with the Huns over 
No Man's Land. 


Thousands Have Pasted, 


The camp has Just been officially 


opened. 
Thousands already 
have 


passed through it and preparations 
are being made to handle tens of 
thousands, a camp officer said. Major 
Page, eon of Ambassador Page, Is the 
camp commandant 


At the dedication of the post re- 


cently. General Biddle, head of the 
American forces in England; Ambas- 
sador Page and General Livingston, 
chief of the British air sertice, pre- 
sided. Many members of the Ameri- 
can and British diplomatic and mili- 
tary service, government 
officials, 


lords and ladies from all over Great 
Britain, attended the official opening. 


Following the American flag raising 


there'was a review of American troops 
from all surrounding camps and ath- 
letic eports on the college green. At 
night hundreds attended a big, infor- 
mal dinner given by the mayor in the 
to-m hall in honor of the American 
aviation opening in England. Danc- 
ing folio-wed.
